“But we do not know where 
is the Israel territory they are 
talking about. and where is the 
border that they refer to. They 
have forgotten that Syria does 
ot recognige af ail the existence 
either of Israel territory or of 
an Israel border, nothing 
wil make der recognize them, 
either from a legal or interna- 
tional point of view. 

“The Armistice - Agreement 
does not oblige us to recognize 
them, nor do the partition pro- 
posals of the United Nations, as 
ong as Israe] herself rejects 
the partition pro Ss and re- 
fuses to honour ir provisions. 

“iM Israel refers to the border 
that existed between Syria and 
Palestine in the days of the 
Mandate, she is not justified to 
base herself on it from the in- 
ternational point of view. As the 
Zionist authorities refused to re- 
cognize the partition boundaries, 
their State has no ‘borders. and 
only the Armistice lines divide 
the conquered territory from its 
surroundings
